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Shuttle free flight goes smoothly

EDWARDS AIR FO RCE BASE - The 
space shuttle program took a major step 
forward here this morning when the 
orbiter Enterprise flawlessly completed 
its maiden solo flight and landing. 


“ It was beautiful,” said a NASA 
spokesman of the first separation flight 
which followed the blueprint for the 
pioneer event almost to a T. 


NASA officials had indicated success 
of this flight could speed up the space 


shuttle program by allowing them to 
trim subsequent free flight tests from as 
many as nine to as few as three or four. 
The Boeing 747 transport plane carry­ 
ing the Enterprise took off smoothly 
right on time from a 15,000-foot paved 
runway on the south side of the base. A 
thick cloud cover burned off to scattered 
patches by the 8 a.m. liftoff. 
The runway was lined with hundreds of 
newsmen while thousands of spectators 
watched at a distant site. 
The base 
opened its gates at 3 a.m. and many had 
waited for as long as five hours to get a 


glimpse of the flight. 
The mated 747 and orbiter were 
preceded in takeoff by three T-38 Falcon 
chase jets. Two more T-38s followed the 
piggy-backed pair. They were constant­ 
ly shadowed by the chase jets as the 
shuttle flight followed plans for a 46- 
minute prelude to separation. 


From the ground the 747 and orbiter 
resembled a hawk racing from a flock of 
sparrows. 
The only uneasy moment in the test 
came about 15 minutes before separation 


when one flight controller thought he 
saw fluid dripping from the number 
three auxiliary power unit. However, a 
leak could not be verified and all APUs 
appeared to function without incident. 


Just under six minutes before separa­ 
tion, a controller at the Houston Flight 
Control Center, which monitored the en­ 
tire flight, announced the mated pair 
would be within 100 feet of the 22,800-foot 
planned altitude above ground level for 
the “ pushover” as the support crew 
called it. 


At 8:48:28 a.m. — about 2.5 minutes 
late — orbiter Commander Fred Haise 
Jr., triggered the seven small explosive 
charges and viewers roared when the 
Enterprise softly rose alone — airborne 
above the 747. 


From the North, the Enterprise 
descended upon the baked-dry, sprawling 
lakebed. touching down at 8:53:51 after a 
5-minute, 23-second flight, 18 seconds 
short of the scheduled 5 minutes and 41 
seconds 
The landing speed was almost perfect 


at 220 miles per hour, with a two-mile 
roll-out. The roll-out was a little longer 
than expected, but there was more than 
enough lakebed. 
The next free flight, also with the 
Enterprise, is scheduled Aug. 30. 
Several more test flights will be flown at 
later dates this year. 
Today’s free flight was the beginning 
of the third and final phase of approach 
and landing tests which should pave the 
way for the first shuttle space shot in 
March 1979, from the Kennedy Space 
Center in Florida. 
Capital punishment 
restored by override Sti

- The 
legislature, bowing to the will of the peo­ 
ple and rejecting the wishes of Gov. Ed­ 
mund G. Brown Jr., restored capital 
punishment in California Thursday. 
After often dramatic and emotional 
debate, the Assembly voted 54-26, the ex­ 
act number needed, to override Brown’s 
“ matter-of-conscience” veto of the 
death penalty bill (SB155) by Sen. 
George Deukmejian, R-Long Beach. 
“ The civilization that lacks the will to 
protect itself from the barbarians within 
its walls is a decadent society,” said As­ 
semblyman Alister McAlister, D-San 
Jose, floor sponsor of the bill. 
“ Our ultimate accountability is not to 
the governor but to the people and our 
own conscience," he declared. 
Other legislators favoring the override 
echoed McAlister’s call to heed the 
voices of constituents who in 1972 ap­ 
proved an initiative favoring capital 
punishment 
But Assemblyman Richard Alatorre. 


D-Los Angeles, countered that there are 
times when political expediency must 
take a back seat to conscience. “ I believe 
in representative democracy but at some 
point in time when it goes contrary to 
what you believe in. you have to stand up 
and take your licks,” he said. 
In Los Angeles, Brown said he was 
“ not surprised” by the veto override. “ I 
don’t believe in the death penalty ... but 
the legislature has spoken and now it’s 
up to the courts. 
“ As long as it is a valid law I will carry 
out my responsibility to uphold it.” 
In answer to a question, Deukmejian 
told reporters it was “ fair to assume” 
that Brown favored an override rather 
than a death penalty initiative on the 
election-year ballot. 
He said Brown “ did not have the 
courage of his convictions” and could 
have stopped the override if he had tried. 
The new law took effect at 5:22 p.m. 
Thursday after it was officially entered 
into California lawbooks. 


It permits courts to immediately im­ 
pose the death penalty for treason and 15 
specific murders. 


They include murder for hire; murder 
of a peace officer; murder of a witness 
to prevent testimony; murder during a 
felony such as robbery or rape; a second 
murder conviction; murder by torture; 
sabotage causing death; perjury 
resulting in the execution of an innocent 
person and malicious use of explosives. 
Persons under 18 years of age cannot 
be executed. 


The state Supreme Court ruled Califor­ 
nia's death penalty statute uncon­ 
stitutional last Dec. 7, declaring that it 
did not allow for mitigating circum­ 
stances. The new law is aimed at 
meeting both U.S. and state Supreme 
Court guidelines. 


Assemblyman Larry Kapiloff, D-San 
Diego, argued against the override. “ We 
are sanctioning the cheapening of life.” 
Lompoc to commit itself 
to state project water

A Lompoc official, TTiursday. said the 
city will file a commitment for “ at 
least” 2,500 acre feet of state project 
water and added, “ not a single voice of 
dissent has been raised against the prin­ 
ciple of seeking supplemental water.” 
The revelation came from Lompoc 
City Attorney Alan.Davidson in a brief 
appearance before directors of Santa 
Ynez River Water Conservation District. 
Davidson said the amount of supplemen­ 
tal water would “ almost correct the 
overdraft” currently estimated for the 
Lompoc Basin. He refused to budge from 
the 2,500 acre feet supplemental water 
figure recommended by the city’s water 


commission two weeks ago. 
Davidson coupled his prediction with 
the disclosure that the city will approach 
the water district directors in about 60 
days for talks on the possibility of joint 
city-district payment or financing 
programs for the state water. 
Delivery of the water in the county is 
not expected before 1985 and possibly not 
before 1986, and then only if county 
voters okay the action. Meanwhile the 
County Water Agency has asked all 
water purveyors to file commitments by 
Sept 20. 
Davidson said he would recommend 
that his city council defer filing the city’s 
commitment until it receives a report on 
financial factors from Thomas M. 
Carter contacts Ford 
about Panama treaty 


WASHINGTON (U P I) - President 
Carter has contacted Gerald Ford and 
Henry Kissinger as part of a broad plan 
to persuade the American people to sup­ 
port a new Panama Canal treaty, Jody 
Powell said todav. 
Carter personally was expected to en­ 
dorse later today the “ agreements in 
principle” on a new treaty reached this 
week by U.S. Ambassadors Ellsworth 
Bunker and Sol Linowitz and Panama­ 
nian negotiators. 
Powell, Carter’s press secretary, said 
the President spoke by telephone to Ford 
and Kissinger from his home in Plains, 
Ga., earlier this week, and to “ a large 


number” of other persons in soliciting 
support for the treaty. 
“ We’ll try to explain the provisions of 
the treaty the best we can,” Powell said, 
but refused to disclose how Ford and Kis­ 
singer responded. 
“ It’s safe to assume the President 
would like to have the support of others 
who have been involved in this very diff­ 
icult process.” 
Powell also said members of Congress 
“ on the whole have been responsive” to 
Carter’s request that they keep an open 
mind He said "they appear to be, for the 
most part, adopting that very cautious 
and responsible approach.” 
U.S. economic help to 
Caribbean urged by Young 


PORT-OF-SPAIN, Trinidad (U P I) - 
U N Ambassador Andrew Young said to­ 
day the United States should help 
preserve democratic regimes in the 
Caribbean with economic assistance to 
stabilize governments. 


“ Part of our human rights emphasis is 
to see to it that governments remain 
free,” Young said. “ And that means es­ 
sentially to see to it that their economies 
remain stable.” 


Young told a news conference that 
most of the remaining democracies 
south of the U.S. border are in the Carib­ 
bean basin, but also noted many of them 
were beset by economic problems 
because of fluctuating prices for their 
commodities and rising prices for essen­ 
tial imports, such as oil. 
Young met Eric Williams, the prime 
minister of Trinidad, Thursday night and 


had detailed discussions with several of 
Williams’ cabinet ministers today. 
Later he flew to Venezuela, the 
seventh stop on his 10-nation tour. 
Defending President Carter’s human 
rights campaign, Young said Americans 
do not want their tax money spent on dic­ 
tatorships that “ pull peoples’ fingernails 
out or hang people by their toes and pour 
water into their nose. 


“ The people of the United States don’t 
want their money to be blood money.” 
Young said he was not bothered by 
Soviet charges that Carter’s human 
rights drive is an attempt to meddle in 
other nations' internal affairs. 


“ I don’t even react to that,” he said. 
“ So what? We’re doing it all out in the 
open. There are things that are more im­ 
portant than national sovereignty, and I 
don’t mind raising a little hell about it.” 


Stetson, district engineering consultant. 
Stetson told the directors he would wrap 
up some vital financial and logistic 
statistics within a week, or by the end of 
the month.

Stanley C Hatch, district legal counsel, 
noted that Santa Barbara might want to 
delay acting because the city still had 
some entitlement from diversions on the 
Santa Ynez River that had not been used. 
Despite that divergent possibility, 
Hatch noted, “ a lot of things are coming 
together now.” County water officials 
have been laboring for more than a 
decade to determine whether the county 
needs supplemental water and if so, 
from what source. 
The discussion lumped large in the 
four-hour meeting, but there were other 
actions: 
— The directors voted to take advan­ 
tage of increased assessed valuation to 
lower the district’s tax rate from the 
pending, 12 cents to 11 cents. District 
secretary Boyd Bettencourt said the as­ 
sessor had fixed the land-only assess­ 
ment figure for the district at 850 6 
million, up $3.6 million above the pre- 
July 31 estimate. 
— The directors asked Stetson to order 
the release of the district’s balance of 
about 800 acre feet of water from 
Cachuma to satisfy downstream user 
needs Stetson agreed with director Joe 
Foss’s contention that the release would 
probably carry farther downstream by 
riding piggyback on the waning flow of a 
release of two weeks ago.

Vance pursues 
peace objective 
in Rhodesia 


LONDON (U P I) — Secretary of State 
Cyrus Vance joined British and South 
African officials today in a search for 
peace in Rhodesia that appeared as 
elusive as the Middle East settlement he 
sought earlier this week. 
Brushing aside the weariness of an in­ 
conclusive 11-day peace mission to six 
Middle East countries, Vance conferred 
with British Foreign Secretary David 
Owen and South African Foreign 
Minister Roelof F "P ik ” Botha. 
Their aim was to put finishing touches 
to a joint Anglo-American package prov­ 
iding for transfer of power in Rhodesia 
to a black majority government by the 
spring of 1978. 
Vance and Owen first met for 2*6 hours 
at the Foreign Office to discuss the plan 
and the possibility of Owen making 
another southern Africa swing in the 
near future — possibly accompanied this 
time by Andrew Young, U.S. Ambassa­ 
dor to the United Nations. 
Then they drove to nearby No. 1 
Carlton Gardens, the foreign secretary’s 
official residence, where they were 
joined by Botha soon after noon. 
Botha, in effect, was acting as go- 
between for Rhodesian Prime Minister 
lan Smith who relies heavily on South 
African support for his white settler 
minority regime. 
The Carlton Gardens meeting was 
chosen to try to head off groups 
demonstrating against South Africa's 
apartheid (racial separation) policies. 
Some demonstrators gathered outside 
the Foreign Office as Vance arrived but 
were moved on bv police 
Prime Minister James Callaghan in­ 
vited Vance and Owen to meet him 
Saturday for further talks over lunch at 
Chequers, his official country residence. 
Tanzanian President Julius Nyerere, 
returning from a visit to the United 
States, was invited to join them, 
although the Tanzanian High Commis­ 
sion here said he might not be able to at­ 
tend.

Schlesinger says Senate 
will OK \gas guzzler' tax 


WASHINGTON (U P I) - Energy 
Secretary James Schlesinger said today 
that despite strong opposition from the 
auto industry, he expects the Senate to 
“ move back toward the administration’s 
position” on taxing low-mileage 
cars. 
He said it would be “ an uphill fight,” 
however, and called “ a little self- 
serving” an industry argument that the 
tax would result in layoffs of 23,000 
workers by 1985. 
The House approved a gas guzzling tax 
weaker than what President Carter 
proposed. 
Schlesinger defended Carter’s energy 
package, now under consideration by the 
Senate Finance Committee, in an inter­ 
view on the CBS Morning News. 
“ I think there is every indication that 
the Senate committee will move back 
toward the administration’s position,” 
he said. 


“ We can have a very substantial car 
for the large family that is not fuel inef­ 
ficient. The way we do this is simply by 
avoiding those features that are costly in 
terms of fuel ... high performance, high 
acceleration. 
“ The companies, I think, can readily 
produce those cars They don’t want to 
say that what they’re afraid of is losing 


the luxury market. There is no major 
threat in the family car. There is a 
major threat to the high acceleration 
vehicle. We’ve got to face that. We simp­ 
ly cannot afford that.” 
Meanwhile, Senate hearings continued 
on the administration energy package. 
When utility executives told Finance 
Committee Chairman Russell Long their 
woes about federal regulations, he nod­ 
ded sympathetically. 
No particular friend of increasing 
federal rules, Long told Thursday of his 
sympathy for industries that in the past 
were nudged away from coal to cleaner- 
burning oil and natural gas, and now are 
being nudged back toward coal. 
Long said he fears if big new gas sup­ 
plies are found — such as from deep, hot- 
brine wHls in Louisiana — “ the federal 
government will say, ‘Hold everything, 
don’t tear down that gas-burning unit 
after all. We have got all the gas we 
want.” ’ 
The remarks came during a con­ 
tinuation of Long’s weeklong hearings on 
the tax parts of President Carter’s 
energy program. The House passed a 
modified version of it a week ago. 
One provision would put a tax, starting 
in 1983, on utilities’ use of oil and natural 
gas

sideyards between greenhouses 
also from 20 to 30 feet. 


— Require “ internal plan­ 
ting” so that hillside residents 
don't look down “on a solid sea 
of white greenhouse stru c­ 
tures.” 
— Speed up landscaping 
requirem ents that plants be put 
in within six months of building 
c o m p le tio n and 
grow to 
m aturity within three years. 
The present requirem ent is five 
years 
— Levy fines on owners who 
violate zoning 
The CVA in­ 
cluded th is b ec au se they 
b e lie v e th e r e a r e m a n y 
greenhouses that have been 
built without proper perm its or 
that violate regulations. 
North County commissioners 
were not keen on the suggestion 
to amend the A-l-X zone which 
Donald Lahr pointed out was a 
countvwide ordinance and vir­ 
tually all of that zone was in 
South Coast areas, with only oc­ 
casional sites in the Santa 
Maria Valley.

At the top of the business of 
running a city is the city ad­ 
m inistrator or city manager 
Lompoc City A dm inistrator 
Gene Wahlers is listed with a 
$37.284 annual salary, second 
among the seven cities. The 
average for the hottest city seat 
came in at $34.284 with a span 
from $37,380 for 10 years in the 
office in Davis to $30,500 for 
another 10-year man in El 
Cerrito The average tim e in 
the position was also a decade, 
identical to Wahler’s term in

The next most lucrative city

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IRA bomb explodes 
Firem en 
after queen leaves 


BELFAST, Northern Ireland 
(U PI) — The Irish Republican 
Army has claimed responsibili­ 
ty for a bomb that exploded on a 
university campus only five 
hours after Queen Elizabeth II 
visited and pleaded for “ peace 
and stability.” 
The queen left Coleraine 
University four hours and 43 
minutes before the blast Thurs­ 
day and was many miles away, 
sailing away from Northern 
Ireland at the end of her two- 
day Silver Jubilee visit. 
The monarch and her hus­ 
band, Prince Philip, were 
aboard the royal yacht Bri­ 
tannia on a relaxing cruise in 
Scotland’s Western Isles. 
A police spokesman said the 
bomb caused little damage 
when it exploded in open 
grounds far from any of the 
sites visited by the Queen or her 
family during their six-hour 
visit at the university. 
The provisional IRA Belfast 
Brigade claimed one of its “ ac­ 
tive service” units had planted 
the bomb, which police said ap­ 
parently contained less than 10 
pounds of explosives. 
Police sources said they 
believed the IRA planted the 
device after the queen had left 
the campus and police had 
lifted the strict 32,000-man 
security network surrounding 
the monarch 
Defying a prior IRA warning 
it would bomb the campus. 
Queen Elizabeth plunged ahead 


with her scheduled activities in­ 
cluding a televised speech urg­ 
ing the strife-torn province to 
return to peace. 
Her five-minute address was 
a ringing call for an end to 
violence in the region, wracked 
by eight years of strife between 
m ajority Protestants and 
minority Catholics. 
There is a “ clear and continu­ 
ing responsibility for us all to 
bring back peace and stability 
to this community,” said the 
queen, who was wearing a 
white and blue silk dress. 
“ People everywhere recog­ 
nized that violence is senseless 
and wrong,” she said. “ Their 
clear message is that it must 
stop. And that is my prayer 
too.” 
During their campus visit, 
the royal couple looked relaxed 
as they hosted a garden party 
for a select group of persons 
and were given a cheering, flag- 
waving reception by 3,800 
adults and children. 
The riots, arson and sniper at­ 
tacks that exploded in Belfast 
on the first day of the queen’s 
visit Wednesday were not 
repeated on such a scale Thurs­ 
day. 
But by late afternoon hun­ 
dreds of Roman Catholic youths 
swarmed out of Belfast and 
Londonderry, blowing up a ser­ 
vice station and hijacking 
trucks and turning them into 
blazing roadblocks as they bat­ 
tled riot police 


Former Nazi execution 
leader dies a pauper 


ASUNCION. Paraguay (U PI) 
— A man believed to be the 
Nazi SS captain known as the 
“ Butcher of Riga" for his role 
in the massacre of 40.000 Jews 
has died in a pauper's hospital 
in this remote South American 
capital 
A spokesman at the Clinical 
Hospital for indigents said 
Thursday that West German 
authorities were working to 
determine whether the man 
who died at the hospital 
Wednesday was Nazi war 
criminal Eduard Roschmann. 
As an SS captain in the 
Jewish ghetto of Riga, Latvia, 
Roschmann ordered the killing 
of 40.000 Jews and in many 
cases "pulled the trigger 
himself,” according to West 
German public prosecutor Frie­ 
drich Beck 
The man who checked into 
the hospital July 24 complain­ 
ing of a lung ailment had an 
A rgentine id en tity c a rd in the 
name of Federico Bernardo 
Wegener — one of the aliases 
Roschmann was known to use 
— and matched his description. 
He died Wednesday of a heart 
attack, the hospital spokesman 
said 
Prsecutor Beck, working for 
the War Crimes Tribunal in 
Hamburg, requested Rosch- 
mann’s extradition from Argen­ 
tina in October 1976. 
Argentine officials on July 4 
said they would take favorable 
action on the request The same 
day “ Wegener” checked into a 
small boarding house in Asun­ 
cion 
“ He was courteous, but not 
very communicative," his land­ 
lady. Juana Echague de Rios, 
told UPI. "He didn't eat much, 
he didn’t receive visitors or 


have any friends and he had 
only very limited funds.” 
On July 24, he began to feel 
ill, Mrs. Echague said. Her 22- 
year-old son, Epifanio, took 
him to the hospital, noticing 
that he had a slight limp. 
According to German docu­ 
ments, Federico Bernardo We­ 
gener was one of three aliases 
used by Roschmann after he es­ 
caped from Europe to Argen­ 
tina in 1948 
Under the Wegener alias, 
Roschmann. actually 69 years 
old. is listed as 64. the age of the 
dead man in Asuncion 
Both 
Roschmann and the dead man 
are 6-foot-14 
In addition, Roschmann is 
known to be missing three toes 
from his right foot and two 
from his left, characteristics 
confirmed for “ Wegener” by 
the Asuncion daily newspaper 
ABC The missing toes could 
explain the limp noticed by 
young R ios 
West Germ an Em bassy 
secretary Werner Winke said a 
set of fingerprints from the cor­ 
pse and other data were being 
sent to Germany to confirm the 
identification. 
The Roschmann case was the 
latest in a series of manhunts 
involving Nazis who fled to 
Latin American countries fol­ 
lowing the fall of the Third 
Reich in 1945. 
The most famous of the 
fugitives is Martin Bormann, 
Adolf Hitler's right-hand man 
rumored to be living, or to have 
died, in several South American 
countries. 
In 1960. Israeli agents kid­ 
naped Adolf Eichmann in a 
Buenos Aires suburb Eichman 
was smuggled to Israel, tried, 
convicted and executed 


Here's how to lose

MOSCOW (U P I) - Soviet 
bureaucrats aren't going to jog 
away excess fat They’re going 
to plan it away. 
The fight against fat began in 
earnest in January when the 
newspaper 
Literaturnaya 
Gazeta reported that 50 per 
cent of Soviet women, 30 per 
cent of men and 10 per cent of 
children “ unfortunately have 
extra weight.” 
To the Western eye, Soviet 
women have always seemed a 
bit plump, but to many Soviet 
men, heftiness is much pre­ 
ferred to the “ puny” figures 
idolized in the West. 
Literaturnaya Gazeta was not 
interested in aesthetics, just 
health It warned obesity can 
trim 10 to 20 years off one’s life 
expectancy. 
The Soviet people, it said, 
“ eat too much white bread, 
sugar, candy and cakes, pies 
and jams ” And ice cream is 
everyw here — from Red 
Square to train stations to 
department stores 
The newspaper also linked 
overweight to the habit of 
gregarious Soviet people to hold 
parties at the slightest excuse 
— “ and in one evening they eat 
a week’s norm of calories.”

California’s weary firefight­ 
ers finally have conquered two 
stubborn northern state blazes 
which ravaged more than 
100.000 acres of timber. They 
now have one other big fire to 
stop. 
State officials Thursday night 
announced containment both of 
the 82,280-acre Scarface fire 
near the Oregon border and the 
Pondos^ fire which ruined 
20,670 acres — just one and a 
half miles away from Scarface. 
Both fires raged untamed for 
more than a week. Both were 
started by lightning. A fire still 
out of control was near 
Big Sur on the central Califor­ 
nia coast. It has consumed 
93.000 a cre s of rugged 
wilderness since it was started 
nine days ago, also by lightning. 
Investigators said Scarface 
and Pondosa ruined 220l.6 
million board feet of timber. 
The loss was estimated at 
154.25 million both to lumber 
and watershed. 
The nearly 2,000 firemen at 
the scene of the two fires in 
Lassen and Modoc counties 
were told to start breaking 
camp today. 
Firemen at Marble Cone used 
another tactic Thursday in their 
efforts to stop the flames. They 
set a wide “ backfire” on the 
southern tip after bulldozers 
had created a line across the 
area. 
A spokesman said the “ back­ 
fire" would race across 35,000 
acres of inaccessible terrain 
before it reached the main 
blaze. 


The purpose, he said, was to 
eliminate several “ hot spots” 
which were hampering the 
small number of firemen there. 
Most of the firemen had been 
sent to the north end of the fire 
to keep it from sweeping 
through the valuable Carmel 
River Valley watershed. 


The firemen at the northern 
end of Marble Cone had their 
troubles, too. “ Hot spots” were 
appearing along the line as 
bulldozers were pressed into 
service carving a break line in 
front of the flames.

SACRAMENTO (U PI) - A 
measure aimed at lowering the 
drinking age in California from 
21 to 19 passed the Assembly 
Thursday and was sent to the 
Senate 
The proposed constitutional 
amendment (ACA55) by 
Assemblyman Louis Papan. D- 
Daly City, won passage on a 54- 
25 vote, the exact two-thirds 
majority needed The Assembly 
rejected the legislation in June 
but Papan was granted permis­ 
sion to have it reconsidered at a 
later date. 
If passed by the legislature, 
the measure would be subject 
to voter approval. 
Supporters contend that since 
19-year-olds already assume 
adult responsibilities in such 
areas as marriage, voting and

Federal officials say SB area 
too rich for disaster status 


WASHINGTON (U P I) - 
F e d e ra l 
o ffic ia ls have 
recommended President Carter 
not declare the scene of the 
Santa Barbara brush fire a 
federal disaster area because 
the region is too affluent and 
well insured. 
California Gov. Edmund G. 
Brown Jr. was informed of the 
decision in a letter Thursday 
from Thomas P. Dunne, head of 
the Federal Disaster Assist­ 
ance Administration. 


Brown had sought both 
$7,872,000 in emergency housing 
aid for families displaced by 
the fire and low interest loans 
for the victims from the Small 
Business Administration. The 
SBA has approved the loans. 


A spokesman for the disaster 
agency said today Dunne’s deci­ 
sion to reject the housing 
request was based on a review 


of the request by a team of per­ 
sonnel, including officials from 
the administration’s San Fran­ 
cisco office, who went into the 
burned out area. 


“ Their assessment revealed 
the fire occurred in an affluent 
area containing homes valued 
at $100,000 and higher,” the 
spokesman said. “ Insurance in­ 
dustry sources informed us that 
90 per cent of the homes were 
insured, with 80 per cent of the 
policies including provisions for 
additional living expenses to be 
used while a damaged or 
destroyed home was being 
rebuilt.” 


He said living expenses nor­ 
mally are valued at 10 per cent 
of the face value of the in­ 
surance policy, meaning a 
$100,000 insurance policy would 
include $10,000 for additional 
living expenses. 


Also, he said, there are a 
number of adequate housing un­ 
its available within a 10-mile to 
13-mile radius which would 
provide temporary housing 
while the families rebuild their 
homes. 
The average cost per family 
for debris removal would be 
about $1,500, he said, an ex­ 
pense also covered by most in­ 
surance policies. In cases 
where it is not, the job could be 
performed by state or local 
governments or financed with 
an SBA loan, he said 
Dunne’s letter to Brown 
detailed the insurance studies 
and said “ we have concluded 
that this situation does not ap­ 
pear to warrant an emergency 
declaration 
Accordingly. 
I 
must inform you of our decision 
not to recommend to the Presi­ 
dent that he declare an 
emergency in this instance."

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School fund 
compromise 
plan drawn 


SACRAM ENTO (U P I) - A 
legislative conference commit­ 
tee ended a month of wrangling 
by agreeing on a compromise 
five-year, $4.1 billion plan 
designed to satisfy a court 
order to equalize funding 
between rich and poor school 
districts. 
The six-member panel Thurs­ 
day forged the agreem ent 
following lengthy negotiations 
over the program’s elements. 
The members agreed to formal­ 
ly sign the conference commit­ 
tee report Monday and send it 
to the floor of both houses for 
consideration 
Assemblyman Leroy Greene, 
D-Sacramento, chairman of the 
committee, said he expected 
quick legislative approval of 
the measure so county boards 
of supervisors can set their 
school tax rates before the 
Sept. 1 deadline. 
In 1976 the state Supreme 
Court ruled in the “ Serrano 
vs. Priest” case that Califor­ 
nia's heavy reliance on local 
property taxes to finance 
education was unconstitutional 
because 
it 
discrim inated 
against students in districts 
with low property values. 
The compromise bill (AB65) 
would pump $2.95 billion into 
school districts to help equalize 
financing of schools between 
rich and poor districts 
The biggest stumbling block 
during the negotiations was 
over Greene’s controversial 
proposal to restructure schools. 
The plan, in part, calls for coun­ 
cils of teachers, parents — and 
in some cases students — to 
form ways of improving their 
schools 
If such plans are approved by 
state and local authorities, the 
schools would receive addition­ 
al state money for implementa­ 
tion. 
In addition, other parts of the 
restructuring plan would fi­ 
nance special programs for 
educationally 
disadvantaged 
youths. 
The Assembly members of 
the bi-partisan panel demanded 
its inclusion in the school bill. 
Senate members were just as 
adamantly opposed, contending 
it was too expensive 
“ I ’m rather annoyed that 
over and o ver Serran o is 
becoming a secondary issue.”

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Push into space, 
Enforcement of income tax 
advises Brown 


LOS A N G E L E S (U P I) - 
Humanity must push into space 
as an arena for aggressive im­ 
pulses that preserves the vigor 
of the frontier spirit for the 
benefit of life on Earth, Gov. 
Edmund G. Brown Jr. said 
Thursday, saying the important 
question is whose values will go 
there. 
“ It’s only a question of when, 
or who, or what kind of 
leadership will take us there," 
Brown said. 
“ W e’re going there as a 
species, and the question is: 
Will California, will America, 
or Russia lead?” the governor 
asked at a Space Day Program. 
Brown, who brought his en­ 
tire cabinet to show the 
strength of his recently deve­ 
loped enthusiasm for space ex­ 
ploration, told a news confer­ 
ence he has been negotiating 
with NASA officials for a com­ 
munications 
satellite 
for 
California, and is ready to sign 
an agreement as soon as they 
are. 
A state satellite, he said, 
would put people to work in the 
state's aerospace industry, pro­ 
vide better schooling and save 
money 
through 
educational 
television relays, and aid in 
development of energy sources. 
On the eve of the space shut­ 
tle Enterprise’s first solo flight, 
Brown, who planned to witness 
the flight today, praised the 
space shuttle program as a cor­ 
nerstone of a new program to 
harness humanity’s aggres­ 
siveness to development of new 
worlds 
“ We are a very exploratory, 
aggressive and exploitive spe­ 
cies," Brown told the symposi­ 
um of scientists, government 
officials and businessmen 
“ Unless we take our energy 
to space, we re going to con­ 
tinue killing ourselves on Earth 
through more destructive 
weapons of war technology ." 
Brown noted that he is iden­ 
tified with a philosophy of “ an 
era of lim its ,” but said 
Americans should not see the 
frontier as closed — “ It’s just 
opening up in space " 
He said he was worried about 
the effect on “ the psychology of 
Extended 
forecasts 


the people” of the feeling that 
there are no more frontiers to 
conquer, afraid that "as these 
frontiers close down and people 
begin to turn in upon themsel­ 
ves, that jeopardizes the 
democratic fabric itself." 
“ You have to keep on going, 
you have to keep on pushing, 
because that is the human im­ 
pulse." 


Instead of resisting such 
drives, he said, they should be 
channeled into the conquest of 
space.

Salerno said New Jersey should strictly enforce its income 
tax laws with regard to organized crime members All too often 
gangsters are only prosecuted for federal income tax evasion, 
he said. 
“ I don’t like organized crime, but I have a particular distaste 
for it between April 1 and April 15 when I am preparing my tax­ 
es," Salerno said Thursday. 
“ It would be criminal if the public in the state of New Jersey 
is being asked to put up the lax tab for the criminal ele­ 
ment After the first $1 million it becomes power. Carlo Gam­ 
bino did not retire for the same reason John Paul Getty and 
Howard Hughes did not retire.” 
Salerno also said New Jersey should follow England’s licens­ 
ing procedures, which grant casino permits only to persons with 
“ impeccable character" and allow no recourse in the courts for 
refusal He said it would take a change in the U.S. Constitution 
to refuse a court hearing. 
“ We have got to get as close to the British system as we can 
under the U.S. Constitution, and if we feel that it is inadequate 
then maybe the public will change its mind about casino 
gambling," Salerno said. 
Attomev General William F Hyland said his “ Liauor Li­ 
cense Task Force” composed of state, county and local police 
agencies, is reviewing permits in Atlantic City.

Police said Mrs. Harris was 
from Kansas City and had been 
visiting her mother for several 
months 
Miss Ferguson, who 
had a job at Point Lobos State 
park, had been living with her 
grandmother for the summer. 
Police said no man had lived 
with the four.

Wednesday. 
He said Miss Ferguson’s hands 
had been bound behind her 
back 
Miss Ferguson’s body was 
found in a bedroom while the 
rest of the victims were found 
in the kitchen.

Not too many people get a brand new 
airplane for their birthday 
Flowers, perfume, maybe — or dinner 
out. 
But an airplane0 
Peggy Leach did And she's still up in 
the air about it even when she isn't fly­ 
ing 
The week of her birthday (July 24) was 
miserable 
'I was ready to hand in the sponge,” 
she says “ Everything went wrong ” 
Then Saturday when she went out to 
Lompoc Aviation for her flight lesson 
with instructor. Mel Toolev, there sat 
this plane on the field with a 'For Sale” 
sign on it. 
“And all of a sudden one of the owners 
of the airport handed me a sale sheet 
which discounted the plane down to an 
offer 1 couldn't resist,” she recounts still 
with stars in her eyes. 
“ If I could have that plane painted 
with a name.

They were among 16,234 Elks from 50 
states, the Philippine Islands, Panama 
Canal Zone, Guam and Puerto Rico who 
attended the convention in New Orleans 


For an evening of entertainm ent, they 
were among the more than 2,000 exalted 
rulers and wives who took a three-hour 
cruise on the Mississippi River. 
The organization, which started in 
New York City in 1868, now has 1,624.702 
members in 2,214 lodges throughout the 
United States, the largest fraternal 
organization in the world: 
Convention business sessions were 
held in the sprawling Rivergate Exhibi­

Highlight of the convention was the 
grand ball which took on a “ Mardi Gras 
in July" atmosphere with New Orleans 
Lodge 30 m asked and costum ed 
members from the 1977 Elks Krewe of 
Orleanians’ float participating. 
M iniature floats carried the Elks 
grand exalted ruler George Klein of Lin­ 
coln, Neb and other high ranking Elk of­ 
ficers and past grand rulers in a 
miniature presentation of New Orleans’ 
famed Mardi Gras festival. 
The Elks have a love affair going with 
the City of New Orleans where they first

The 
rem aining m eat is readily used in 
sandwiches, hash, croquettes, salad or 
an omelet. 
Check out the house brands at your 
favorite supermarket Such products are 
generally a few cents cheaper than well- 
known brand names, particularly in the 
m atter of canned goods 
Be a seasonal shopper. Buy vegetables 
and fruits as they come into season, 
adapt your menus to the changing 
months 
Do not put leftovers in the back of the 
refrigerator Keep them in front of the 
milk 
“ Doctor" leftovers or basic dishes 
For example, a few ounces of Inver 
House Scotch adds great flavor to chili.

Making enough of the 
favorite dish for more than one meal 
enables you to take advantage of the sav­ 
ings that often come with buying large 
sizes of canned goods and big cuts of 
meat It also helps save on utility bills 
since you are only using the stove once. 
“ Remember,” says Cumming, “ it's 
sm art to be thrifty but no homemaker 
needs a Scotchman to remind her of 
that.”

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Atterdag College 
A dream of education now extinct 


By KING M ERRILL 
The Danish-American com­ 
munity of Solvang, regarded to­ 
day as one of the leading tourist 
attractions in California — the 
number of annual visitors es­ 
timated anywhere between a 
million and two million — came 
into being in 1911 with an entire­ 
ly different purpose in life. 
Its founding was a result of 
the efforts of a trio of Danish- 
born educators from the Mid­ 
west to find a suitable place 
where a folk school could be es­ 
tablished to perpetuate a type 
of educational program long a 
part of the scene in Denmark 
The three land seekers, 
representing a 
Danish- 
American corporation were the 
Rev B Nordentoft, the Rev 
J M Gregersen and P.P. Horn- 
syld They began theyr quest in 
1910, traveling to various parts 
of the state to investigate 
prospective locations. A year 
later they decided on the Santa 
Ynez Valley because of its 
climate, adequate water supply 
and fertile soil 
Following the founding of 
Solvang — Sunny Valley in 
Danish — the pioneer Danish- 
American colonists moved 
forward to establish a folk 
school The result was Atterdag 
College, whose history is in­ 
delibly linked with the creation 
and development of the town, 
but which today remains but a 
memory in the minds of present 
long-time Solvang residents 
The college was named after 
an ancient Danish monarch. 
King Atterdag 
“ Atterdag” 
literally means there shall be 
another day ' 
The school was first housed in 
a two-story frame structure on 
Alisal Road In 1914. a large, 
imposing, four story white 
frame structure was built 
overlooking the town from the 
north The land for the site of 
the college was donated by 
Peter Albertsen, one of 
Solvang’s first residents 
From early in its beginning. 
Atterdag was directed by 
Nordentoft a former president 
of Grand View College in Des

Moines. In an effort to develop 
the college, Nordentoft 
solicited funds from friends 
throughout the United States 
and Denmark 
The first folk school along 
Alisal Road had an initial 
enrollment of 16 and by the end 
of the first three years it had 
risen to 41 Due to a loss in tran­ 
sit, chairs and lamps for the 
new school were not available 
in 1911 The first students were 
not deterred, however, in at­ 
tending classes They sat upon 
blocks of wood and read by 
candlelight 
The dreams, high hopes and 
hard work of the first Danish 
colonists in Solvang were 
realized when construction 
began on the Atterdag College 
building north of town in the 
summer of 1914. A gala 


rejsegilde, celebrating the plac­ 
ing of the highest rafter, was 
held Aug 25. 1914 The building 
was completed and formally 
dedicated at what have been 
described as im pressive 
ceremonies Dec 
13 and 14. 
1914 
Seven of Solvang’s early set 
tiers regarded as chiefly 
responsible for the building of 
Atterdag were Wilhelm Olsen. 
Carl Jensen. Anton Ibsen, a 
building contractor, the Rev 
Nordentoft. John Ahrenkiel 
Mads Freese and Albertsen 
Atterdag College not only 
served as a folk school, but the 
lecture hall was designed to 
provide a place for Lutheran 
church services with the 


worshipers facing a raised 
vestry and pulpit area Rites 
were conducted at Atterdag 
every Sunday until 1928 when 
the new typically rural Danish- 
styled Bethania Lutheran 
Church was completed and 
opened for use 
Thus Atterdag served for 
many years as both the 
spiritual and intellectual center 
of the new Danish colony 
The theory of education of­ 
fered at Atterdag was pat­ 
terned after the type provided 
by Grand View College and folk 
schools in Denmark 
Its aim 
w as to instill a philosophy in the 
young people which would teach 
them “ how to live and not how 
to make a living,” according to 


Viggo Tarnow, 
longtime 
Solvang resident and a former 
teacher and director at Atter­ 
dag There were no examina­ 
tions and no degrees were 
awarded 
“ History was the main sub­ 
ject with students learning to 
profit from the mistakes of the 
past as they lived in the present 
and looked forward to the 
future,” said Tarnow. 
Nordentoft left Atterdag in 
1921 to return to Denmark He 
was succeeded by the Rev. 
Evald Kristensen and during 
Kristensen’s 19-year tenure the 
curriculum was changed to con­ 
form to that of the Danish folk 
school in Nysted, Neb Atterdag 
soon attracted educators from 
all parts of the world. 
In 1922 an adjoining gym hall 
was built with voluntary sub­ 
scriptions and was used for 
nearly a half a century for the 
teaching of gymnastics for 
college enrollees as well as 
adult and youthful members of 
the community. 
Over the years, the number of 
students who at one time were 
as old as 60 and as young as 14. 
diminished in number. As a 
result, classes came to a halt. 
Tarnow, who was 85 last 
December, taught boys gym, 
anatomy and physiology from 
1924 to 1927 at Atterdag. In 1938, 
a fte r 
retu rn in g 
from 
Hutchinson. Minn , where he 
had taught physical education 
in the public schools he and his 
wife. Cora, conducted a private 
summer school at Atterdag. 
They also offered guest and 
boarder accommodations They 
continued their operation of At­ 
terdag and their summer school 
until 1951.

The planners will look at the

The Office of Environmental 
Quality continued two Solvang- 
area reviews until next week, 
Aug 18, due to a mistake in 
dates within the negative 
declaration statements. 


Otherwise, the OEQ ruled as 
complete negative declarations 
on a 14-acre parcel rezoning 
request by Mark Ellen Keck to 
eventually build eight single­ 
family dwellings and John 
Leece’s request for a lot split to 
build a single-family dwelling. 


The Keck property is located 
next to Santa Ynez Valley High 
School, north of Mission Drive 
at the end of Stadium Drive. 
Zoning is now 5-AL which Keck 
wants to be changed to 1-E-l to 
allow the single-family dwell­ 
ings. 


O EQ 
E n v iro n m e n ta l 
Specialist Wendy Phillippay 
noted in the report that the 90- 
108 vehicle trips daily onto 
Stadium Drive — which would 
be extended — would not have 
an adverse affect on traffic, nor 
would the planned development 
since it “ represents the normal 
infilling of the Santa Ynez 
urban area,” according to 
Phillippay. 


Leece’s property is a little 
over 15,000 square feet with an 
existing home at the corner of 
Laurel Avenue and Fourth 
Place in Solvang. He plans to 
split the parcel into two fairly 
equal sites to allow another 


home to be built 
The environmental 
impact 
was deemed negligible because 
the zoning in the area is already

C utler ex­ 
plained. officials must demand 
that no change be made in the 
total system until its potential 
effects on all other resources 
are considered 
“Take cutting timber 
It 
changes the ecosystem and in­ 
fluences all other resources. 
Therefore, the effects of the 
cutting on all resources, in­ 
cluding livestock, would be ful­ 
ly considered before a decision 
is made.-’ he said 
Cutler said a number of ex­ 
isting laws already require such 
an approach in managing 
National Forests and some 
other federal lands. He said the 
system can be easily adopted 
for both federal and private 
lands 
“ First and foremost, we have 
to acknowledge that whatever 
we do on agricultural or forest 
lands affects wildlife. It may 
improve habitat. It may de­ 
stroy habitat. Its effect may be 
great or small, but it does have 
an effect." Cutler told a 4-H 
club teen leaders conservation 
workshop 
“ The Department of Agricul­ 
ture. through the extension ser­ 
vice and other agencies, will 
develop an educational pro­ 
gram to bring this important 
message to all people — 
resource professionals and the 
g e n e ra l 
p u b lic ,” 
the 
Agriculture official said 
Cutler, a former conserva­ 
tionist and ex-official of groups 
including the National Wildlife 
Federation, said a long-term 
improvement in wildlife man­ 
agement will also require a 
complete national inventory of 
wildlife species and the types of 
habitat they need 
“ We've made some progress 
toward this goal But we must 
assess the information we 
already have and conduct the 
research needed to fill the 
gaps." he said 
In the past. Cutler said, 
wildlife has often lost out in 
competition with man as land 
uses change and rural land 
moves into urban activities

Gene Littler has been playing in golf 
tournaments at Pebble Beach for three 
decades, and he figures he finally knows 
how to do it right. 
Scared. 
T hat’s exactly how L ittler played 
Thursday in the first round of the F*GA 
Championship, and the result was a 
bogey-free round, a 5-under-par 67 that 
made him the leader by a stroke 
‘There are so many potential dis­ 
asters anytim e you get around the cliffs, 
you just have to play it with respect,” 
said the 47-year-old Littler, who used to 
play here in the California Amateur and 
is a Crosby Pro-Am regular.’’Otherwise 
you’re gonna shoot a big score.” 
Littler rem em bered his lessons well 
when he came to the 18th hole, 548 yards 
of terror that run along the cliffs atop the 
Pacific Ocean and end at the posh Del 
Monte Lodge 
Standing in the middle of the fairway, 
four under par for the day, he had a deci­ 
sion to make. 
“ I thought I could have reached the 
green in two, but I had a good round go­ 
ing. and I didn’t want to hit it in the 
ocean,” Littler said. 
A younger, less experienced man, 
might have gambled anyway. When he 
was younger and less experienced, in 
fact, Littler did just that—in the 1959 
Crosby Pro-Am. He jerked one in the 
water at 18, made double-bogey seven, 
and allowed Art Wall to win. 
This time, Littler layed up short Then 
he hit a pitching wedge 5 feet from the 
hole and made the putt for a birdie; 
anyway. Later in the day that proved to 
be the stroke that put Littler ahead of 
Tom Watson, Jerry McGee and Mark 
Hayes. 
Jack Nicklaus, who was tied another 


stroke back at 69 with George Cadle and 
Lanny Wadkins, is another who ap­ 
preciates the terror that lurks here 
Nicklaus lost the Crosby in 1976 when he 
played the final nine holes in 45 and shot 
82 that day, and he credited his opening 
69 Thursday to “ fairly conservative” 
golf of his own 
“ I always try to play Pebble Beach 
that way.” Nicklaus said 
There were plenty of people ready to 
bear witness to the treachery that can be 
found on this beautiful beast of a seaside 
golf course 


There was Ben Crenshaw, hitting two 
balls out of bounds off the tee on the 164- 
yard fifth hole, then driving into a bunker 
and skulling his next shot over the green. 
It added up to a nine. And at the ninth 
hole, Crenshaw withdrew, claiming il­ 
lness 
There was Dave Hill, taking four putts 
on the 14th green, the difference between 
a sub-par round and the 73 he shot. Dan 
Edwards shot six putts on the same hole 
later twice putting 25 feet below the hole 
from above it. 
For a heartbreaking finish though, 
there was simply no one to match Dennis 
Coscina. a 31-year-old club pro from Sim­ 
sbury.

Heat causes drop 
in deer hunters 


THE OLD SALT 
It may have been the threat of fire, or in the southern counties it 
may have been the heat; the end result was a notable drop in the 
number of hunters who took to the field this past weekend for the 
start of the 44-day coastal deer season. 
Most successful hunting of the weekend was at Fort Hunter 
Liggett in Monterey County where 1.099 hunters took 90 deer, a suc­ 
cess rate of about 9 per cent. 
Last year 700 civilian hunters permitted on Hunter Liggett took 
52 bucks. 
The coastal deer season extends from the border of Humboldt 
and Mendocino County in the North to the northwestern tip of Los 
Angeles County in the south As usual hunting was best in the 
north, especially in Mendocino County, where the overcast cool 
weather contrasted sharply with the hot, crackling dry weather 
that greeted hunters in the south. 
Here is a rundown of the opening weekend from local areas: 
Santa Barbara County, Figueroa Mountain area above Santa 
Ynez — hunter numbers down about 30 to 40 per cent; five tags 
reported. 
Vandenberg Air Force Base — 23 bucks, all taken by military 
personnel. DFG wildlife biologist Robert Fordice reports deer 
herd in good condition and also notes the base permits and 
antlerless deer hunts. 
Lompoc area — hunting on private property, permission 
required. Last year checked four deer at locker, this year but one. 
The deer taken by hunters on opening weekend were reported in 
good shape both in the north and south. Some four-pointers were 
among the bag, but the biggest take was of younger, forked horn 
bucks. 
The coastal, or early deer season as it is sometimes called, will 
continue through September 18, with two bucks forked horn or bet­ 
ter permitted per hunter. 
The albacore have finally arrived out of Avila, with San Luis 
Sportfishing having found the long fins about 60 miles out. Over 
last weekend they took 99 albacore.

motion sickness is an unfortu­ 
nate by-product of a natural 
protective process developed in 
many animals to guard against 
ingestion of certain kinds of 
poisons 
Michel Treisman. an experi­ 
mental psychologist at the 


University of Oxford, says mo­ 
tion sickness might be an ac­ 
cidental reaction of a sophis­ 
ticated early warning system 
that has evolved to protect 
animals against poisons that af­ 
fect the c e n tra l nerv o u s 
system 
Taste is a basic defense 
against intake of toxic substan­ 


ces. Animals will reject some­ 
thing bitter. If a poison is eaten, 
then vomiting to eliminate the 
substance is often triggered by 
a reaction on the stomach lining 
or by reactions after the toxins 
are absorbed into the body. 
Treism an suggested in a 
report in Science, journal of the 
American Association for the 


Advancement of Science, that 
nervous system poisons which 
do not activate the more basic 
defenses might alter inputs to 
the body’s balancing and coor­ 
dination system to promote 
vomiting. 
He said that such a response 
might be an advantageous 
adaption for an unspecialized 


feeder such as humans and 
many animals which might eat 
neurotoxins from vegetation or 
flesh. 
Similar disturbances to the 
body’s 
orientation 
system 
caused by unusual movement 
such as aboard a ship in a heavy 
sea or in an airplane in rough 
air might trigger the same 


response 
“It is unfortunate that unusu­ 
al or sophisticated situations, 
such as vehicular travel, should 
so often provide a stimulus of 
the sa me sort in m a n , ’’ 
Treisman said. “ But the syn­ 
drome which we may identify 
as motion sickness in the latter 
instance, food poisoning in the 


former, would have the same 
biological function in each 
case.” 
To support such an idea, 
Treisman noted that infants and 
young puppies do not appear 
susceptible to motion sickness. 
He said this is consistent with 
his suggestion because young 
mammals are fed on milk.

Governor Dukakis, who is a 
very nice man. should do a little reading 
before contributing to a myth already 
lapidary in American history The myth 
of the unfair trial of Sacco and Vanzetti. 
and of their innocence of the murders at 
I>edham While he was at it. Governor 
Dukakis might as well have pronounced 
that the dead bodyguard and paymaster 
were suicides Anyone wanting to read 
the best account of the Sacco-Vanzetti 
case available should get Tragedy in 
Dedham , by F rancis R u ssell, the 
historian and journalist. The book was 
published in 1971, but Mr. Russell’s in­ 
terest in the case continues, and he has 
most recently published 
in National 
Review a 50th anniversary summary of 
the controversy which rem oves the final 
straw on which the defenders of Sacco 
and Vanzetti s innocence leaned 
This is the so-called FBI Secret File. 


Two FBI agents volunteered to the 
Sacco-Vanzetti defense com m ittee, five 
vears after the trial, that the Bureau had 
colluded with the prosecution against S & 
V on the theory that getting the two 
anarchists out of the FBI’s hair via a 
murder rap was not a bad solution to the 
Sacco-Vanzetti problem. Passion plays 
have been written on the theme of the 
secret FBI files. 


J 
Edgar H oover thoroughly in­ 
vestigated the complaint at the time and 
pronounced it inaccurate 
But Hoover 
would never turn over the files, that be­ 
ing his policy throughout his lifetim e. 
But the Freedom of Information Act of 
1975 overrode this policy, and the 701 
pages in the Bureau’s files have been 
thoroughly exam ined by Francis Rus­ 
sell. 


It turns out that: I. Far from Sacco 
and Vanzetti being long-time sources of 
irritation to the Bureau, the Bureau 
knew absolutely nothing about them until 
after their arrest on the murder charge,

One of 
them (Letherman) had been appointed to 
the Bureau by an old crony, the head of 
the Bureau (Hoover became Director in 
19241 who was himself a political pal of 
Harding’s Attorney G eneral, Harry 
Daugherty 
The agent was an elderly 
alcoholic who had once been a drug ad­ 
dict. He had been removed in 1924 
because of “neglect of duty, failure to 
m aintain discipline and to properly 
supervise the work of his division.’’ H ie 
other agent (Weyandt began his career 
as an informer for the Bureau. In 1919 he 
w a s 
m a d e 
a 
s p e c i a l 
a g e n t 
notwithstanding that he had defrauded 
his creditors in a bankruptcy proceeding. 
While an agent, he moonlighted as a 
bootlegger (remember: this was the pre- 
Hoover Bureau). He and Letherman 
used to hold drinking bouts in Lether- 
man’s office. 


When Hoover was made boss, he 
retired all politically appointed agents— 
including Weyand and Letherm an. 
“Trading on the resentments of these 
disgraced and disgruntled men,” Russell 
writes, 
“Thompson 
(the defense at­ 
torney ) persuaded them to make the af­ 
fidavit that he him self shaped and 
formed.” Right up until the month of the 
execution, the files reveal report after 
report, initiated by Hoover, probing the 
least possibility that Sacco and Vanzetti 
were FBI targets. Not a scintilla of 
evidence was unearthed 


“So,” the piece concludes, “after half 
a century, the secret of the Department 
of Justice files on the Sacco-Vanzetti 
case is shown to be that there was no 
secret.” 


WASHINGTON - The giant utility 
companies have learned how to make a 
profit out of paying taxes. They simply 
add the taxes to the bills they send their 
customers. But the utilities charge their 
customers for the full federal taxes 
before the exemptions are deducted 
Then the companies keep the savings in­ 
stead of returning the 
m oney to the con­ 
sumers. 
Thus, the utilities 
collect millions ear­ 
m arked for ta x e s, 
which ends up not in 
the Treasury but in 
corporate accounts. 
This must be one of 
the most impressive 
cases on record of hav­ 
ing your cake and 
eating it, too. 
T h e 
l o s e r s , 
of 
course, are the consumers who wind up 
paying not only higher-than-ever gas, 
electric and telephone bills but also the 
utilities’ tax bills — including phantom 
taxes the companies stash away. 
These phantom taxes may become a 
national issue 
Already, som e state 
utility com m issions are fighting to 
return the unpaid taxes to the customers 
who paid them. This move is encounter­ 
ing m assive resistance, however, from 
the big utilities 
The issue, of course, has two sides. 
The Congressional Research Service has 
summed up the public case in an un­ 
published 
memorandum, 
which asks 
simply . “Should the utility companies 
collect from the ratepayer what amounts 
to phantom taxes which are never 
paid?” 
The case for the utilities, on the other 
hand, has been sum m arized by the 
greatest utility of them all, American 
Telephone and Telegraph Co., which 
claim s its custom ers get their money 
back in the form of lower rates. The tax 
breaks, argues ATT, enables the Bell 
System to keep rates down 
Sources familiar with the utilities’ 
bookkeeping, however, tell us the con­ 
sumers get little benefit from the tax 
savings They put up the full tax money, 
but the utilities pay only part taxes. The 
consumers would be better off getting 
the balance back, our sources say, then 
relying upon the utilities to reward them 
with lower rates. 
We aren’t talking about chicken feed. 
According to the latest Federal Power 
Commission figures, electric utilities 


alone had accumulated $1.6 billion in 
deferred tax credits at the end of 1975 
The Environmental Action Foundation, 
which keeps a close watch on electric 
utilities, estim ates they retained at least 
$7 billion in unpaid federal taxes from 
1954 to 1975. 
A staff memo, prepared for Rep 
Charles Vanik. D-Ohio, charges the 
utilities persuaded Congress through “a 
heavy lobbying effort” to permit them to 
“ normalize” or “internalize” their tax 
savings — that is, to keep the money 
rather than passing it back to the 
ratepayers. 
Most state utility com m issions have 
gone along with this loophole and have 
permitted the companies to keep the ex­ 
tra money they collected from their 
customers for taxes 
But a few com m is­ 
sions, notable California, have made 
moves to require the utilities to return 
the tax savings 
This can be done through a bookkeep­ 
ing procedure called flow-through ac­ 
counting. But the telephone utilities, of 
course, prefer the “ norm alization” 
method. 
An ATT official explained that the Bell 
companies keep the tax savings in a 
reserve, which is used for modernization 
and other investment. But eventually, it 
must be paid back since it is only a 
deferred tax break, he said 
The memo from the Congressional 
Research Service, responding to this 
argument, points out: 
“The present 
rates are worth more in an economic 
sense than the future tax payments. 
Also, for a utility which is constantly 
growing and continuing to build new 
plants, it is clear that future tax pay­ 


ments ever match current revenues, as 
deferrals continue to increase each 
year.” 
But under the tax laws as they are now 
written, an Internal Revenue spokesman 
told us, the savings from tax credits 
aren't intended to go back to the con­ 
sumers. 
Instead, the savings must be 
kept in reserve and used for invest­ 
ments 
The tax breaks can’t be treated 
as income, which they would be if they 
were returned to the ratepayers, the 
spokesman said 
As Internal Revenue 
interprets the law, tax savings also can’t 
be used to reduce rates. 
There is a good chance this whole tax 
brouhaha will end up before the Supreme 
Court. 
OIL SQUEEZE: Months before he took 
office, Jim m y Carter quietly tried to 
persuade the oil sheikhdoms not to raise 
their oil prices. 
As president-elect, he 
told the Senate Foreign Relations Com­ 
mittee that a new round of oil increases 
would have a devastating impact on the 
world economy. 
Sen. Charles Percy, R-Ill., offered to 
convey Carter’s position to the am bas­ 
sadors of the oil-producing countries. 
Carter agreed to let the senator pass on 
his private statem ents. 
Percy contacted nearly 20 am bas­ 
sadors. 
But he reported back in a con­ 
fidential memo that “ we are in a weak 
position” until the United States adopts a 
tough energy conservation program. 
His timing was also unfortunate. 
He 
contacted the ambassadors at the sam e 
time U.S. Steel announced a price in­ 
crease. 
Complained Percy in his con­ 
fidential memo: “The U.S. Steel Price 
increase at this tim e doesn’t help.”

WASHINGTON - (NEA) - Leading 
officials of the Carter administration 
have belatedly refunded to the federal 
treasury thousands of dollars worth of 
improper payments they received during 
the two-and-a-half month transition 
period im mediately before Carter was 
sworn into office. 
Virtually all of those 
refunds followed dis­ 
c l o s u r e s 
in 
t h i s 
c o l u m n 
s e v e r a l 
m o n t h s 
a g o . 
of 
q u e s t i o n a b l e 
p a y ­ 
ments and highly un­ 
conventional 
bookkeeping 
procedures in the ad­ 
ministration of the $2 
million governm ent 
fund established to 
finance Carter’s tran­ 
sition. 
In mid-May, the Democratic National 
Committee paid $1.500 to cover costs of a 
Christmas party for the Carter staff late 
last year. 
Included in that total were 
$631 for food, $400 worth of liquor. $175 
for a band and $120 for waitresses and 
bartenders — all originally paid with 
public funds. 
In late May, alm ost five months after 
the original charges were incurred, 
Andrew Young, am bassador to the 
United Nations, refunded $614. 
That 
amount, originally paid with federal 
funds, covered the cost of three guest 
houses at a posh resort on Sea Island, 
Ga , occupied by m embers of his family 
during a conference of Carter policy 
makers in late December. 
Interior Secretary Cecil D. Andrus 
repaid $342 in July to cover the cost of 
r o u n d - t r i p 
ai r 
t r a v e l 
b e t w e e n 
Washington and Boise, Idaho, for his 
wife, also bringing him into compliance 
with a standard policy of paying travel 
costs for government officials but not 
their fam ilies. 
Confronted with a sim ilar situation 
was Theodore C. 
Sorensen, initially 
nominated by Carter to be director of 
Central Intelligence. Sorensen, who sub­ 
sequently asked to have his name 
w i t h d r a w n 
a f t e r 
a 
c o n t r o v e r s y 
developed over his se lec tio n , was 
required to repay $415 he received to 
cover the cost of several New York- 
Washington trips taken by his wife and 
child 
Stuart E. Eizenstat. an assisstant to 
the President and Carter’s principal ad­ 
viser on domestic policy, had to turn 
back $500, initially paid to cover the 
costs of his “ temporary” assignment in 
Washington im m ediately-after the elec­ 
tion last November, because he also filed 
expense claim s for more than $1,000 
worth of travel between Washington and 
Georgia during the same period. 
Jack H. Watson Jr., another assistant 
to the President, had to refund $150 
Like Eizenstat. his repayment to the 
federal treasury was not received until 
mid-June, more than six months after 
the money initially was given to him. 


More than a dozen other members of 
the White House staff were required to 
return a collective total of almost $3,000 
in late May because sloppy bookkeeping 
and clerical errors resulted in overpay­ 
ments to them late last year 


Among those required to make in­ 
dividual refunds, in amounts ranging 
from $190 to $280, were Jody Powell, the 
White House press secretary; 
Rex 
Granum, the deputy press secretary; 
and Fran Voorde, in charge of Carter’s 
schedule 


The instances, coupled with earlier ex­ 
amples disclosed in this column, indicate 
that the Carter transition funds were, at 
best, poorly managed and at worst 
susceptible to fraud. 


Carter’s staff has claimed that the 
numerous overpayments were solely the 
product of honest mistakes made by peo­ 
p le 
unf ami l i ar 
with 
g o v e r n me n t 
procedures. But in virtually every case, 
the refunds were neither requested nor 
submitted until there was a flurry of in­ 
tense scrutiny of the transition account. 


That outside scrutiny has included an 
audit initiated by the G eneral Ac­ 
counting Office, an investigation con­ 
ducted by the fraud section of the Justice 
Department’s Civil Division and 
in­ 
quiries from members of Congress. 


Without that external pressure, most 
of it generated by the prior revelations in 
this column, there is no reason to believe 
that there ever would have been repay­ 
ment of the improperly spent public 
funds.

literally felt my life was over.

room, before I know if you re 
emotionally disturbed, warm 
and giving or a witch. I see 
you” 


And if what she sees com­ 
mands attention, indicates 
confidence and power, that's 
the name of the game That s 
also likely to come from wear­ 
ing clothes that make you teel 
good, and make you act right 
Like this, for instance, and 
she gets up to illustrate 
i f I 
feel good in my clothes. I can 
walk into the c h o i c e s t 
restaurant and say. good 
evening ” She smiles coolly 
I'm terribly sorry I didn't 
phone but surely you have a 
table for me? And 1 11 get a 
table, 
she says firmly. 
But then, what maitre d 
could resist those large blue 
eyes, the smokey voice, the 
uncommon handsom eness, 
even if sometimes she may 
not quite believe in their 
potency Or her own chicness 
Yes she has style now. after 
all these years, but not the 
kind people like Geraldine 
Stutz are born with, she says. 
They know instinctively what 
to put with what and how to 
carry it off All the things Ms. 
Bergen has tried so hard to 
learn. 
Well, never mind. There's 
this new book, and the movies 
I really want to produce." 
she says 
There s a need for 
women like me to get into 
films, women who have enor­ 
mous knowledge of the in­ 
dustry and who can make way 
for women writers, directors 
and women's pieces.” 


NEW YORK - (NEA) - 
It’s a sly, insidious voice and 
to Polly Bergen, w h o ’s 
been plagued by it, it sounds 
like a whisper. 
“What are those people go­ 
ing to say about me?” That’s 
how it sounds, she whispers 
across a conference table at 
Wyden Publishers. 
“ It's that lack of belief in 
themselves that created the 
need for a book like this,” she

wanted to do was prove she 
could make a success of her 
little cosmetic company, Oil 
of the Turtle. 
Eventually, though, she sold 
the company and then in ’74, 
wrote her first book. “ Polly’s 
Pri nci pl es. ’’ Then on to 
another venture, another Dro- 
ject — briskly, energetically, 
the way she moves and 
speaks. Perhaps impulsively. 


“ You know." she says. “ I 
watched the Tony Awards on 
television and most of the peo­ 
ple on the show were highly 
respected, older than I am. 
and I sat there saying, why 
am I not doing this? Why can t 
I be a wonderful star of the 
theater and films? Why did 1 


choose to leave that to learn 
som ething else, and then 
something else? And I really 
don’t know.” 
But she does know, almost 
for sure, that she dresses 
from personal choice, not 
trends Today, for instance,

Billy likes the freedom 


Jimmy Carter’s younger 
brother Billy is cashing in on 
his presidential brotherhood 
— earning an estimated $500,- 
000 this year in personal 
appearances alone, not coun­ 
ting what he’ll get from the 


family peanut business (which 
grosses $5 million a year). 
“There have been so damn 
many requests that I really 
felt I’d disappoint a lot of peo­ 
ple if I didn’t come,” says Bil­ 
ly in an interview in Money 
magazine. “ If people are 
crazy enough to pay money to 
hear me speak. I’m crazy 
enough to do it.” 
When asked if his new-found 
riches have changed his out­ 
look on money, Billy says: “ It 
hasn’t changed much. I like 
money because it gives me 
freedom to go where I want 
to. buy a beer when I want to.

automobiles.” 
What has Billy Carter in­ 
vested his money in? “I put 
most of my money into land — 
I don't like to buy anything I 
can't hold in my hands and 
look at everyday. I like either 
horses, land or houses.” 
Bruce a bit hit in court 


What good is it being the 
hottest thing in rock n’ roll 
since the electric guitar if you 
can’t cut a record? Not much, 
and that’s exactly the jam 
Bruce Springsteen found 
himself in this past year when 
his former manager, Mike 
Appel, obtained a court in­ 
junction against Springsteen’s 
recording. 
Ten months and a campaign 
of legal battles later. Spring­ 
steen and Appel have come to 
terms and parted company 
p e r m a n e n t l y . 
The 
negotiations have all been 
very hush hush, but what 
emerges from a behind the 
scenes report in Rolling Stone 
is a kind of “take the money 
and stay” story. 
Springsteen grew suspicious 
of Appel’s bookkeeping 
He 
hired an accountant to check 
it out. The account ant 
reported that the business 
relationship was “a classic 
case of the exploitation of an 
unsophisticated performer by 
his manager.” The scenario 
unfolded with Springsteen su­ 
ing to sever his ties with 
Appel, who in turn informed 


the CBS Records brass he 
would “fight and possibly 
destroy, through legal means, 
that which he had created, 
n a m e l y 
S p r i n g s t e e n ’s 
career.” 
But kids from Asbury Park, 
N.J., don’t scare that easily. 
Springsteen captured the 
court as easily as any rock 
arena with an impassioned 
plea, saying "Appel’s interest 
in this case is strictly finan­ 
cial. My interest is my career, 
which holds the promise of be­ 
ing able to significantly con­ 
tribute to. and possibly in­ 
fluence. a generation of 
music. No amount of money 
could compensate me if I 
were to lose this oppor­ 
tunity.” 
Talk like that turned the 
legal tide in Springsteen's 
favor, and Appel finally 
agreed to settle. So, Bruce is 
back in business He’s recor­ 
ding his fourth album with 
producer and former rock 
critic Jon Landau, the man 
who knighted him “the future 
of rock n' roll.” Well, at least 
he hasn’t become a thing of 
the past.

when Albert J. Hardy retired, 
he walked out on his porch one 
morning to watch the rest of 
the world go to work. When a 
friend passed, looking beat in 
the commuter snarl. Hardy 
waved to cheer him on. And so 
it began. A1 H ardy's post 
retirement avocation 
road­ 
side bonhomie 
Each day. a m. and p.m.. as 
the traffic lines up on Cram 
Highway, the 72-year-old Har­ 
dy comes out of his curbside 
home to greet it. Smiling, nod­ 
ding. he deposits himself in 
the webbing of a wobbly lawn 
chair, stuffs his cheek with 
Red Man chewing tobacco, 
and waves joy and encourage­ 
ment to a legion of motorists 
' Hi. babe ” 
Beep. 
"Hello, brother." 
Honk. 
It is an extraordinary ritual, 
and an altogether inspiring 


one. Som e m otorists are 
s t a r t l e d , 
o t h e r s 
a r e 
suspicious, but few are un­ 
moved. During rush hours 
Hardy will wave to thousands 
of passers-by. nearly all of 
whom wave back. “ I'm shar­ 
ing happiness." the old man 
e x p l a i n s , 
“ when I s e e 
someone with no smile I give 
him one of my own." 


Actually, it wouldn't seem 
that A! Hardy has much to 
smile about. Born a black man 
in the cruelties of the Old 
South, raised as a $2 per day 
laborer on a sharecropper s 
farm , he is in the eighth 
decade of his life “ poor as a 
one feather chicken." and 
partly crippled from the 
wretched effects of two rather 
severe strokes. 
Yet, as he sees it. “ God 
don't give us no burden we 
can't bear " Besides, he adds, 
a man of his age has no gripe 
coming: “ Look at all these 
people what died in their 30s. 
or even in their 20s. brother,

Where the cost 
filters through 


There are some service 
stations where every motorist 
that pulls in is told he needs a 
new air filter. Lots of folks don’t 
remember when the filter was 
last changed, and so they go 
ahead and get a new one. 
There’s no labor charge for 
putting one in, but most service 
stations charge up to twice what 
you can buy a filter for at an 
auto supply store. Certainly, 
you ought to be sure you have a 
clean air filter because it can 
really cut into engine per­ 
formance. About the best way to

tell if your filter is dirty is to 
hold it up with your trouble light 
in the center. If it looks dirty, 
get a new one. Additionally, you 
should plan on changing 
anyway at intervals specified in 
the owner’s manual. If you 
drive on dusty roads, change 
twice as often. Hie change is 
easy. Remove the cover on the 
air cleaner, remove the old 
filter, put in the new, and 
replace the cover.

Dear Al: 
Here’s another way to mend 
holes in drywall construction. I 
just take the tape used for 
seams when Sheetrock is first 
being installed and cut strips 
that will span the hole and 
extend several inches on each 
side. I dip the strips into thinned 
spackling compound and place 
them over the hole, letting each 
strip overlap about half the 
previous strip. When the tape 
dries, I can then come back 
over the patch and spackle it to 
match the texture on the rest of 
the wall. It’s a fast and easy 
way to patch if you don’t have to 
have a solid backing in the walL

One time you said that water 
spots on old glass could either 
be removed by ammonia or else 
the spots were probably there to 
stay.

A SUPER HINT - 1 recently told 
you about a fluorescent fixture 
that screws right into a regular 
lamp socket. Since fluorescents 
throw off more light with much 
smaller wattage than in- 
candescents, this is a good idea. 
However, I bought one and find 
that there’s not one lamp in our 
house that it will fit into. Not 
because the socket won’t accept 
the fixture, but because the 
harp, the metal bracket that 
holds the shade, is too narrow.

HARRIED HANDYPERSONS: 
Q: Our window air conditioner 
has some sort of leak because 
sometimes water runs down the 
wall inside. What should we do? 
A: The unit isn’t leaking. This is 
condensate water, and it would 
normally drain to the outside. 
Either the unit is not slanted 
toward the outside or the 
opening that should let the 
condensate drain is clogged. A 
coat hanger wire will probably 
relieve the clog. If it’s the angle, 
check for a leveling screw on 
the outside support bracket or 
adjust die level by loosening the 
mounting hardware inside and 
pulling up on the unit Be sure 
not to lose the unit out the 
window by loosening the wrong 
thing.

But who worried 
about that compared to the no­ 
tion that a hot cup of tasty tea 
would signal the end of a hard 
winter and the glories of a 
gentle spring. 


Then in 1960 the Food and 
Drug Administration found 
out that the root of sassafras 
contained flavor oils that 
caused liver cancer in rats 
and it didn’t take too much to 
do the job either. Lung tumors 
were also observed. I know of 
no study that links sassafras 
tea with heart disease or that 
show it to be beneficial in this 
regard either. 


But science has triumphed 
in the long run. The root beer 
makers have found new 
flavoring agents that taste 
more like sassafras than the 
old sassafras and the candy 
manufacturers have used new 
preparations for that distinc­ 
tive flavor for some candies. 
So you can still get the 
sassafras flavor without the 
cancer — and that is progress 
— even though you might not 
фу SALE 
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think so on an early spring day 
when you have a yen for a hot 
cup of sassafras tea and find 
out the FDA has banned it.

Caring for 
your 
car 
Removing and replacing spark plugs 


by Ray Hill 


At any kind of race — car, motorcy­ 
cle, snowmobile, whatever — any 
mechanic worth his salt will have at 
least one fresh set of spark plugs 
ready in case he needs them. He 
knows how im portant a strong, 
healthy spark is to top engine perfor­ 
mance. 
With the kind of driving you do in 
the family buggy, you don’t have to 
carry a fresh set of plugs. But you 
could take a tip from the racer — 
respect those spark plugs; take care 
of them. They’re just as important to 
good engine performance on the 
highway as they are on the race track. 
If spark plugs are below par, your 
engine performs poorly and mileage 
decreases. 
Spark plugs should be replaced at 
every tune-up. And it’s a good idea to 
remove and inspect them every 5,000 
miles, regap the electrodes if needed 
and reinstall them 
Spark plugs are 
easy to remove and replace if you 
have the right tools and know what 
you’re doing. Here’s how: 
First, if you don’t already know, 
determine the size socket you need to 
remove the plugs. You’ll need either 
a 13/16 inch or % inch socket You 
can use a standard 13/16 inch or % 
inch deep socket, but it’s better to use 
a spark plug socket for two reasons. 
Spark plug sockets are lined with 
rubber. That decreases the likelihood 
of breaking the plug’s porcelain in­ 
sulator if the socket slips 
Also, the 
rubber grips the porcelain tightly; 
once the plug is loose, withdrawing 
the socket withdraws the plug — nice, 
when the plug is in a hard-to-reach 
location. 
With engines that have easy-to- 
reach plugs, you may need only that 
spark plug socket and a ratchet (these 
tools, along with the others mentioned 
here, are available at auto parts supp­ 
ly stores and many hardware stores 
or tool departments). For most cars, 
though, you’ll need at least the 
ratchet and socket, plus an extension. 
An extension com es in various 
lengths. It’s just a rod that connects 
the ratchet to the socket, allowing you 
to reach into recessed places. 
With hard-to-reach plugs, you may 
need tools — a universal joint (lets 
the socket reach around comers), a 
swivel ratchet with a bent handle 
(lets you maneuver in tight spaces) 
and boot-removing pliers (lets you 
remove spark plug boots you can’t 
reach with your fingers). 
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Whether you require all thoese 
tools, plus considerable patience, or 
only a couple of tools depends mi the 
car. 
As a general rule (although 
there are exceptions), the smaller the 
engine, and the fewer accessories, 
such as air conditioning, the easier it 
is to remove the plugs. Four-cylinder 
Vegas without A/C are a breeze; V8 
Monzas with A/C are a pain. 


Regardless of the car, the removal 
procedure is the same. Let the engine 
cool first. That prevents burning your 
fingers. 


Now. remove each spark plug wire. 
Grasp the wire only by the boot — the 
rubber piece that futs over the plug. 
Grip the boot tightly and pull up. If it 
won't come off, rotate the boot back 
and forth slightly until it breaks free, 
then pull it off. Never try to remove 
the wire from the plug by pulling the 
wire itself — the wire breaks easily. 
If the boot can’t be reached with 
your fingers, use boot-removing 
pliers. Grasp the boot with the pliers 
and pull up 
Never use ordinary 


pliers to remove the boot. They can 
damage the boot. 
If the wires are arranged so they 
can’t be mixed up, you can remove all 
the wires at once. But if it’s easy to 
confuse which wire goes where, 
remove one wire at a time, lift out 
that plug and replace it, then go on to 
the next wire; or mark the wires so 
you’ll know which goes where. One 
way to mark them is to wrap masking 
tape around each wire and number it. 
When the wire is removed, push the 
socket down over the plug and make 
sure it’s firmly seated. Then turn the 


socket counterclockwise with the 
ratchet to unscrew the plug. To rein­ 
stall the plug, turn the plug clockwise 
and tighten it (25 foot pound if you 
use a torque wrench). 
Replace the wire by pushing the 
boot over the plug. If you push the 
wire itself, you may break it. 
Be sure when you reinstall the 
wires that they follow the same 
routing they did when you removed 
them. 
In future columns we’ll cover gapp­ 
ing sparking plus and how to "read” 
them. 
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Mind your money 
How about a diesel? 


The diesel car is beginning to make 
inroads in the American market. 
This fall, you’ll find four companies 
offering diesel passenger cars — 
Mercedes Benz, Volkswagen, Peugeot 
and Oldsmobile. Others have diesels 
on the drawing boards. 
So, how about buying a diesel? On 
the one hand you will get better 
mileage (comparing gasoline models 
to their diesel counterparts) and you 
will certainly get a sturdier engine 
that requires less investment in 
repairs. 


That’s the plus side. On the minus 
side, you’ll have to pay more for a 
diesel and you'll have to adjust to the 
fact that most neighborhood gasoline 
stations don’t carry diesel fuel. And 
relatively few American mechanics 
know how to repair diesel engines. 
Still, diesel fuel is not as hard to 
find as you might think. Truck stops 
carry diesel fuel as do a number of 
major stations in the city and in rural 
areas where farmers need supplies 
for tractors. Diesel fuel costs from 5 
to 10 cents less per gallon than gas­ 
oline, depending on where you live. 
Some nine states require the 
purchase of a license or permit to buy 
diesel fuel. This can be disconcerting 
when you’re traveling across the 
country 
Colorado and Arizona, for 
example, make you pick up a 
“ courtesy permit’’ on the border so 
you can purchase diesel fuel. 
As for the pros and cons of the 
various diesel models being offered 
this fall, I interviewed John Lamm, 
one of the editors of Road and Track 
magazine. Here are his observations: 
— Volkswagen Rabbit. 
For sheer 
economy (and some say for driving 
enjoyment), the VW Rabbit has the 
others beat by quite a measure. It’s 
far less expensive to buy with prices 
ranging around $5,000 (compared with 
the others at two to three times the 
price). 
The Rabbit is lighter than the other 
diesels which gives it 43 miles per 
gallon on Road and Track’s “ average 
driver” test run (the best mileage of 
any car tested). Test drivers found 
that the Rabbit moved from zero to 60 
miles per hour in slightly over 15 se­ 
conds which shows the car has peppy 
pickup (other diesels are slower off 
the start). 
The Rabbit diesel cost $170 more 
than its gasoline counterpart and this 
amount can easily be recouped in two 
year’s fuel savings. 


— Mercedes Benz 240-D. This is a 
much more luxurious car than a VW 
Rabbit but it costs close to $14,000. 
It’s for the driver who wants a 
prestigious name and wants a diesel 
engine for additional status. 
Aside from the status, getting a 
diesel makes sense if you’re bent on 
buying a Mercedes. With a diesel you 
get an average 29 miles per gallon and 
you cut your repair costs con­ 
siderably (in comparison with the 
gasoline-powered models). 
— Peugeot 504. This car is closer to 
a Mercedes Benz than the VW Rabbit, 
but it doesn’t have as nice an interior. 
It’s comfortable to drive but costs 
around $10,000 to buy. 
— Oldsmobile Delta diesel. 
This 
first American production diesel will 
come out this fall with a price that’s 
$700 to $800 more than its gasoline 
counterpart. Your chance of getting 
that money back in fuel savings is vir­ 
tually nil. You’d have to own the car 
10 years or so. 
As you can see, the VW Rabbit 
diesel appears to be the most prac­ 
tical way to get into diesel driving 
because of its low price and high fuel 
mileage. But, delivery can take two 
to three months because the supply is 
limited.

Contesting a will 


Q. Who can contest a will? Does it 
have to be someone in the immediate 
family? — Mrs. J. B , Buffalo, N Y. 
A 
In general, anyone with a 
dem onstrable in terest in the 
deceased’s estate can contest a will 
but the procedure varies from state to 
state.

To contest a will, you must have a 
lawyer file a “ caveat.” To avoid hav­ 
ing a will challenged, you should also 
have a lawyer go over your wishes 
carefully before making the final 
draft. “ Do-it-yourself” wills can 
create a mess for your heirs. 
If you do not have a lawyer, your 
local bar association can give you 
names. 
By the way, lawyers often 
have bargain rates for simple wills 
because it’s a good way to introduce 
new, long-term clients. 


Q I would like to have a better un­ 
derstanding of trusts, wills and joint 
tenancies. Is there any good book on 
these subjects that is written in a 
laym an’s language? — F. M , 
Gainesville. Fla. 
A 
There’s no good book that can 
cover these subjects because they’re 
governed by local laws which vary 
from state to state. It’s quite possible 
that your local (state or county) bar 
association has information on local 
estate laws 
Or, the law school of a 
nearby university may be helpful. 


Q 
After placing our life’s savings 
in different savings accounts naming 
our daughter and our grandchildren 
as beneficiaries, we heard that the 
state can eat up quite a bit of this in­ 
heritance in taxes after we’re gone. Is 
there any way to protect our savings 
from these taxes9 — Mrs. M S., 
Anaheim. Calif 
A 
It’s a common myth that you 
can circum vent payment of in­ 
heritance taxes by naming your heirs 
as beneficiaries of savings accounts. 
The only sure way to transfer 
money to your heirs without fear of 
later taxation is to give them the 
money or property outright before 
you die 
Even this can be com­ 
plicated by an untimely death soon 
after the gift was made (you can’t 
make a tax-free gift “ in contempla­ 
tion of death” ). 
Again, you’re better served by hav­ 
ing a lawyer go over your estate and 
your plans for your children 
The 
Federal estate tax laws have recently 
been drastically revised 
A lawyer 
can show you how to make the best of 
the changes and how to cope with 
local laws. 


Q 
In one of your columns you 
referred to a government ruling that 
stated interest charges were implied 
under Truth In Lending laws when 
paying cash and paying in install­ 
ments come to the same total. When 
I asked for a discount, pointing to the 
fact that I was going to pay in cash in­ 
stead of making multiple payments, 
the store clerk said he never heard of 
such a rule. Can you clear this up? — 
M H , La Palma, Calif 
A 
There is no Federal law that 
says a merchant must give you a dis­ 
count for cash. 
My column referred to the fact that 
making more than four or five pay­ 
ments puts a transaction under the 
Truth In Lending laws and requires 
the merchant to disclose how much 
interest you’re paying and the annual 
percentage rate (plus any other fees 
and costs).

The pennywise traveler 
For China visitors: Some surprises 


The noise from the biplane that 
rumbles over the Tung Fang hotel in 
Canton, China, waking guests at 6:30 
a.m. these days, might incite a tourist 
revolution in any other part of the 
world In Canton it is as the sound of 
one hand clapping — which is to say 
“no problem.” 
It’s no problem because most 
visitors have already been in bed a 
full eight hours or more 
They have 
been in bed because at night there’s 
very little else to do in Canton. And 
Canton, experienced travelers will 
tell you. is the liveliest city in China 
On occasion, you can even find a 
movie house letting out as late as 
10:30 p.m. 
Like bamboo. U S -China relations 
range from hard to pliable. However, 
indications are that at present the 
Chinese are being increasingly 
responsive to visa applications from 
Americans. The fact that more and 
more cruise ship passengers have 
been allowed “ inside” is regarded as 
a particularly encouraging sign 
But 
it’s still not London or Las Vegas in 
the sense that would-be tourists know 
what to expect. 
“A trip inside China is the nearest 
thing you can think of to a school ex­ 
cursion,” says a repeat customer 
summing up the experience. 
Most v isito rs who come for 
“tourism” are admitted as part of a 
group and get essentially similar 
trips Of course, a China tour is a tour 
with differences. 
For one thing, it 
comes as a mystery package 
It’s a 
seller’s market and the Chinese Com­ 
munists have adopted the imperial 
habit of not cluttering up the sale by 
spelling out details. Groups and in­ 


dividuals are told arrival and depar­ 
ture dates, price to be paid and, usual­ 
ly, cities that can be seen. Programs 
— what they’ll see, what they’ll do, 
where they’ll stay — are generally 
revealed to tourists not after they’ve 
pre-paid the whole trip but after they 
have arrived to commence it. 
A two-week, three-city tour appears 
to be the most common “package.” 
Generally it starts in Peking, then 
takes in Shanghai and Canton. “Pek­ 
ing is glorious for sightseeing,” says a 
recent visitor. “ But you have to 
'work' for the good sights by visiting 
factories and communes and con­ 
stantly taking part 
in elaborate 
‘discussion' periods.” 
One visit to the Ming Tombs and 
one visit to the Great Wall are fairly 
standard, but so are sightseeing ex­ 
cursions to places like an electric fan 
factory or a frozen food plant. And 
mixed in with most outings is what 
one visitor calls the “newly refined 
Chinese w ater torture,” a drip- 
treatment-like series of friendly get- 
togethers with your hosts. 
“ First, before you visit a commune 
or whatever, you’re taken to an un­ 
cosy teamroom for a ceremonial cup 
and some mutual smiles,” reports a 
European visitor. 
“Then one of the Chinese tells you 
how happy they are to see you, how 
happy they are to be forming 
friendships and building bridges to un­ 
derstanding. Then the chief of your 
delegation — you choose one early on 
— responds by thanking the Chinese 
People’s Republic for its cooperation 
and its demonstrations of friendship 
and expresses the group’s admiration 
for the achievements all of you are 


about to see. 
After that you make 
your tour. 
“Of course, after that you get back 
together and say the same things all 
over again, more or less just changing 
into past tense. Unfortunately, after 
you do this three or four times a day, 
10 days in a row, it becomes a little 
boring.” 
Others note that it is also time- 
consuming 
But your schedule is 
therefore full enough that most 
visitors don’t miss the missing night 
life. They are grateful to go to bed 
directly after dinner. 
Normally, however, there are some 
great dinners. If there are food shor­ 
tages in China, seemingly no foreign 
visitors have to suffer them. At least 
one evening will be taken up with a 
mind-boggling Chinese banquet — a 
multi-course meal overflowing with 
meat, fish and fowl, Tsingtao beer, 
hot Chinese rice wine and delicate 
teas. 
Another evening may include enter­ 
tainment in the form of excerpts from 
a Revolutionary opera and recitals by 
musicians playing traditional Chinese 
instruments. According to a resident 
foreigner, if you’re lucky you’ll also 
get to see a few acrobats — “and they 
are magnificent.” 
Then home to bed. With some ex­ 
ceptions, a tourist’s hotel home in 
China is a boxy, Soviet-built high-rise, 
not perhaps clean enough to suit the 
fastidious but reasonably well- 
equipped with private baths and air 
conditioning 
Sarcastic guests 
describe rooms in Canton’s Tung 
Fang Hotel as “fractionally less than 
the Peninsula,” comparing the place 
to the elegant Hong Kong hotel that

even picks up arriving guests in a 
Rolls-Royce. 
Some, though, are less charitable. 
“ The p l a c e is f i l t h y , the 
cockroaches are the length of your 
finger, and in the middle of the night 
we woke up and saw a rat running 
across the room,” goes one traveler’s 
tale. “Worst of all, I forgot to use the 
mosquito net, so of course by morning 
I looked as though I had chicken pox.” 
The Tung F ang’s 10th -floor 
restaurant-bar is dubbed 
‘‘The 
Famous Night Club” and foreign 
guests who’ve been there before 
(primarily annual Trade Fair-going 
business people) usually settle in 
after an early dinner to play cards 
and hustle their own drinks from their 
own bottles since the hotel reportedly 
serves only beer or wine. They also 
take plenty of their favorite foods, 
like cheese, sliced bread, foreign cof­ 
fee, sausages and snack items that 
are hard if not impossible to get in 
China. 
The Peking Hotel, a relic of the bad 
old days, is probably the fanciest in 
all of China, but some guests are 
critical of it too “Why should you get 
your predecessor’s cigaret butts?” 
asks one, flashing a look of 
remembered annoyance. 
Acutally, there may be a reason. A 
guest who made some mild inquiries 
after having to make his own bed four 
days in a row was told that each floor 
has a housekeeping time allocation. 
If a guest, then, happens to be occupy­ 
ing his or her room when the schedule 
calls for it to be cleaned, the hotel’s 
rules say the host-like thing to do is 
pass on by and just leave the linens by 
the door.

Confused with police 
CBers blasted for uniforms 


A uniform is a symbol of 
authority, but should CB club 
members be allowed to wear 
them*’ 
It 
seem s lik e a 
harmless question since CB 
clubs often have distinctive 
vests, garnished with patches 
com m em o rating sp ecial 
events or signifying other CB 
clubs 
But several months ago 
members of the Cook County. 
111.. Affiliated League of 
Em ergency Radio Teams 
i A L E R T ) adopted uniforms 
that at a glance might be con­ 
fused with police uniforms 
This brought about controver­ 
sy. criticism of the club and a 
lesson for other clubs con­ 
sidering becoming involved in 
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personal contact with the 
public 
The club was well known for 
volunteering to help with traf­ 
fic and crowds at school and 
athletic events 
Members 
weren t well received when 
they wore their uniforms 
Resentment quickly form­ 
ed Who did these CBers think 
they w e re ? The police. 
maybe9 Some citizens felt the 
CBers were taking on too 
much self-importance, and 
law enforcement officers 
thought the C Bers were 
treading too heavily in their 
territory 
Police officers said that 
they were afraid these CBing 
civilians might at some time 
get too carried away with 
their uniforms and interfere 
in an emergency. One police 
officer even compared the un­ 
iformed CBers to Hitler’s use 
of uniforms in Nazi Germany 
The outfit in question wasn t 
anything fancy It consisted of 
a dark pair of trousers, black 
tie. white shirts and black 
shoes The jacket had an of­ 
ficial A LER T arm patch on 
one arm and the American 
flag on the other They also 
had helmets which were worn 
when they supervised crowds 
at 
b a s k e t b a l l 
g a m es 
Members said students were 
known to throw pop bottles on 
the CBers when they were 
standing below the bleachers 
The group's uniform was 
defended bv Jeffrey Adams, 
the club s president 
He. as 
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by Ink Dipper 


well as other club members, 
felt that the uniform gave the 
members a beneficial look of 
authority, necessary in handl- 
i n g 
c r o w d s 
or 
t r a f f i c 
problems 
The local newspaper even 
got into the act when it ad­ 
vised the CBers to leave the 
uniforms in the closet 
The club ultimately gave in 
to the complaints because 
many area CBers no longer 
w a n te d 
to jo in 
or 
be 
associated with the organiza­ 
tion. Members felt if they 
couldn't wear their uniforms 
there was no need for their 
participation 
The CBers 
decided not to help at any 
more local events and would 
simply monitor channel 9. the 
national emergency channel, 
and pass the information on to 
local authorities 


Forming an emergency club 
doesn t have to turn out this 
wav It's been proven in many 
states that CBers can be an 
asset to the smokies when 
they plan together and CBers 
remember to aid the police 
and not act as part time of­ 
ficers 


If you re helping form a CB 
club which wants to work with 
the police, start out on the 
right foot Go to the sheriff or 
police chief and present your 
plan He may think your group 
isn t really necessary but will 
still give it a try in just one 
neighborhood I k>n t shuck the 
whole idea if you're told ab­ 
solutely no on uniforms 
Wearing or not wearing a un­ 
iform shouldn't be the major 
concern of CBers who want to 
help others

artificial sweetener9 We hope 
not. but there are some bad

Washington linking CBing to 
radiation health hazards 
A 
U S Senate committee is go­ 
ing to be checking into the 
possiblity that some C B 
radios, linear amps and a 
proposed new citizens band 
m ay 
expose 
you 
to a 
dangerous amount of radia­ 
tion emissions 
The flap over CB-related 
radiation is similar to the stir 
caused when it was announced 
several years ago that some 
color television sets might put 
out enough radiation to cause 
cancer, blindness or sterility 
in people sitting close to them. 
According to a recent study 
done by Paul Reggera of BRH 
Electronics Products D ivi­ 
sion. a typical hand-held CB 
could be hazardous to your 
health If the unit is operated 
at 2 5 watts with a full legal 
output of 4 watts at a distance 
of 5 centimeters from the 
antenna to the operators eve 
then it could be going over the 
exposure standard set by the 
Federal Occupational Safety 
& 
Health Administration 
Depending on the distance in­ 
volved. the unit could be emit­ 
ting 100 milliwatts as opposed 
to OSHA s standard of 10 
milliwatts. 
What all this means is that 
your walkie talkie could be ex- 


posing you to a dangerous 
amount of radiation if it s held 
too close to your eyes while in 
use 
But that s not the only need 
fo r the i n v e s t i g a t i o n 
Remember the guy down the 
streei with the illegal linear 
amplifier who gets out better 
than 
a n y o n e 
in 
the 
neighborhood9 Well, he may 
be getting out all right, but if 
alleged radiation problems 
are proven, he may just be 
helping send himself to an 
early grave 
More power 
could mean more harmful 
radiation 
The FCC has been spending 
much time and effort on fin­ 
ding a new place on the radio 
spectrum for CBers to do 
their talking The suggestion 
has been to move from the 27 
MHz presently used tor 
CBers. to 220 MHz or 900 MHz 
But now even that move is be­ 
ing seriously questioned by 
decision makers at the com­ 
mission 


‘We certainly would be 
remiss if we were to ignore 
this (health and radiation» 
aspect of the proposed expan­ 
sion We just aren t experts in 
this a re a . " 
said Carlos

“The biggest heist of the

o’clock news. The biggest 
heist of the 1970s was the 6 
o'clock news.” 
So 
begins “ The News­ 
casters,” Hon Powers’ dev­ 
astating attack on an industry 
which, he claims, cares more 
about the quality of an anchor­ 
man’s hair than about the 
quality of his mind. 
Powers' book is packed with 
evidence to support his charge 
that “Television’s first mis­ 
sion is not to inform. It is not 
even to entertain. It is to 
move goods, to round up 
viewers for the main event — 
the commercial." 
His most potent piece of 
evidence is the growing pop­ 
ularity of news consultants 
(i.e. e x p e r t s in raisi ng 
ratings) Their job is to advise 
network officials to trade in 
their balding anchorman for a 
sexy new model, or their 
a n c h o r m a n 
for 
an 
anchorwoman, or to re-style 
sets, hair, delivery, wardrobe 
and even news content — 
anything to a t t ra c t new 
viewers. 
These consultants base their 
advice on a test called the 
galvantic skin response which 
measures viewers' reactions 
to various new scasters by 
measuring how much their 
palms sweat. In case the logic 
escapes you: sweating palms 
mean emotion; 
emotion 
means i nterest; interest 
means higher ratings; higher 
ratings mean higher ad rates; 
higher ad rates mean higher 
profits 
Powers castigates the ABC.’ 
owned and operated affiliate 
in Chicago, the originator of 
“ happy talk” and the top 
money-maker in the Chicago 
market; in his opinion the 
epitome of news biz 
The 
station's anchormen report 
elections, wars, murder and 
mayhem in the same jolly, 
m i n d l e s s m a n n e r .

is now a commentator for. of 
all places, NBC’s Chicago 
news show — a fact which 
presents a disturbing conflict, 
since he clobbers CBS and 
ABC. but coddles his own 
e m p l o y e r . 
Still, 
“ The 
Newscasters" is witty, well- 
written. researched and 
documented — a chillingly 
convincing indictment of TV 
news 
CBS television newsman 
Dan Rather is one man who 
doesn't owe his success to 
s t r o n g g a l v a n t i c 
skin 
responses, 
although 
the 
adventures recalled in “The 
Camera Never Blinks' would 
leave most people with more 
than sweaty palms. 
Well-known to TV viewers 
as an anchorman of “ 60 
Minutes" and “ Who’s Who." 
Rather started out in his 
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native Texas, where quick­ 
witted coverage of Hurricane 
Carla for the CBS affiliate in 
Houston brought him an offer 
from the parent network. 
Since then, Rather s scoops 
have been many. In writing 
about them, however, he 
remains unnervingly modest. 
He d e s c r i b e s c o v e r i n g 
fighting between the Chinese 
and Indians high up in the 
Himalayans (before Nixon 
and Mao got friendly), the 
Kennedy assassination, 
the 
civil rights movement (he was 
shot at in Mississippi), the 
Vi et nam War (he often 
dropped into the action by 
parachute), the Johnson and 
Nixon administrations, and 
W a t e r g a t e — and t hen 
appears to apologize for the 
nerve and energy which got 
him through 
Still, when Rather sticks to 
personal anecdotes, his book 
is affecting and exciting. The 
same can’t be said for his dis­ 
cussions of his profession s 
shortcomings and possibili­ 
ties. The same also can’t be 
said for the book's writing 
style, although it’s hard to tell 
who’s to blame for the leaden 
language, since it was co­ 
authored 
with 
sportswriter 
Mickey Herskowitz. 
Before TV took over. Life 
magazine brought the world 
into the living rooms of 40 
million readers. In her affec­ 


tionate memoir of life with 
Life, veteran staff w riter 
Dora Jane Hamblin describes 
the magazine as “the most 
important in the world." 
The heart of Life was its 
photographs, and some of the 
w o r l d ' s 
m o s t 
f a m o u s 
photographers — Margaret 
Bourke-White. Eliot Eliofson. 
David Douglas Duncan. 
Alfred Eisenstaedt — worked 
t h e r e . 
At 
Li fe 
the 
photographer was king and 
many a reporter was not only 
ordered out of the picture, but 
also ordered to have trees 
chopped down, walls painted, 
entire armies moved, all so 
that the photo might be 
perfect 
On assignment in Algiers, in 
addition to her reporting 
duties. Hamblin was com­ 
m a n d e d 
to 
c a r r y 
the 
photographer’s equipment. On 
a dark stairway in the Casbah. 
she slipped in donkey feces. 
The photographer turned 
around and snarled. “ Every 
time I turn my back you sit 
down to rest " 
Money was no object. The 
editors thought nothing of hir­ 
ing a DC-8, equipped with a 
darkroom, so photos of Satur­ 
day's funeral of Winston 
Churchill in England could 
appear in Monday's Life in the 
U.S. 
Money, 
unfortunately, 
became the object, when the 
magazine was battered by 
raising postage rates and 
competition from TV. The 
editors killed Life rather than 
curb its extravagant style. 
In “That Was The Life" 
Hamblin brings into focus the 
people, times, and places that 
made Life, and she does so 
with vigor, charm and humor
